sion agents had steadily increased until it is 
estimated there were in round figures in -the 
city of Washington six months ago 1,000 of

them. Many of them bave no offices, merely 
alockbox in the postoflice, and transact all 
their business at theirrooms and through the 
mails. Others have offices but no outside signs. 
Some who send out flaunting circulars are not 
even known at the pension otlice by the names 
they use on their stationary. During the last 
18 months more than 300 have sus 
pended from practice before the com- 
missioner, and fully ° one-half as 
many disbarred. Ihe reliability and honesty 
of three hundred more is now being exam- 
ined iato by District-Attorney Corkhill, and 
his special assistant, and will be reported on 
in a comparatively short time. If unfavorably, 
they wili be suspended by the commissioner, 
and if sufficient evidence of fraudulent prac- 
tices is found against them, they will be dis- 
barred and indicted. A‘reporter of the Post 
called onthe district attorney to-day, and 
asked to be shown some of the circulars 
that have been sent in _— response 
to his request for them, published in the as- 
sociated press despatches. For a reply Mr. 
Corkhill pointed to a table which{fseemed to 
be loaded down with them, and toid the re- 
porter to examine for himself. The circulars 
were in many cases from persons never before 
heard of by. the reporter, although he was 
pretty well acquainted in the city. Others 
were signed by weil known names. Some 
were ornamented by alleged poriraits_of the 
attorneys sending them out. OcLers by 
& pictorial representation of soldiers 
at a camp fire or on picket duty. The larger 
portion of them were loaded with patrivtic 
sentiment, mainly expressive of the debt of 
gratitude and money which the nation owes 
the soldiers. ‘A debt that can never be

“Are all these’ in response to the request 
you sent out a week ago””’ asked the reporter. 

“All of them,’ replied Corknill, ‘‘and 
many more besides. You could not get a 
dozen of them in Washington or by any 
other means for love or money. 

“The pension agents send these 
circulars to hundreds of thousands 
of soldiers, soldier's widows and 
children, whose address ihey have obtained 
through the postmasiers in small villages and 
country settlements. You wiil see tnat ac- 
cording to the circulars almost every disorder 
that flesh is heir to is good and sutlicient rea- 
son for a pension.’’ 

“And are these representations fraud1- 
dent?’” 

“Tn many cases they are. Some of course 
state the law fairly, but in nearly all of them 
there is an invitation to the claimant tocom- 
mit fraud upon the government, and a prom: 
ise to help him on the part of the agent. 
Take this case for iastance,’’ said the district 
attorney, reading from a printed paper, which 
he took from a drawer. The pension attor- 
ney writes: You are entitled to a pension for 
the slightest disability of whatever nature. 
You would be astonished to know how direct- 
ly a chronic disease can be _ traced 
to diarrhea or other slight 
disorders incurred while in the army.: Even 
heart disease may be traced to diarrhoea, 
measles, mumps, and malaria. A hardship, 

yen if endured in the army can easily be 
Shown to be the dire¢t causes of many broken 
down constitutions, Such cases are as clear- 
ly entitled to pensions as are those who were 
actualiy woundedin battle. The rulings are 
more liberal than formerly. 

We endeavor tosuccessfully handle any case 
of such disability incurred while in the army, 
regardless of tue manner. Many soldiers 
who have drawn peusions have lost them on 
reenlistment, or trom other causes. We can 


restore all such to the rolis together with ar- 


rears. We particularly desire old or rejected 
claims. We solicit all such cases, being sure 
of our ability to manage them. Another cir- 
cular suggesis the vaiue ofa little nard swear- 
ing. Another, whom the district attorney 
as one of the most reputabdie 
in the business, words his cir- 
culars so as to make it appear that he is on 
intimate terms with the co;umissioner of pen- 
gions, and especially favored by him. A 
shrewd piece of business, which he supposed 
wauld never be kuuwn at the department. 
After drawing their victims iuto correspond- 
ence by means of these circulars, the dishon- 
est agents proceed to “‘miik’’ them, as the 
process is described amoung the ras sally attor- 
neys. They write tu them once or twice, and 
then ask for a dollar or two dollars to defray 
postage and stationery Costs. If they haye, 
as many ef them do, 20,000 names on their 
list, milking®of this nature will bring in from 
twenty to-thirty thousand doilars.”’ 

“Well, what next?’’ asked the reporter. 

“The treatment varies. The postage and 
stationery claim is alwaysgood. Then comes 
the cost of working up the testimony, whicdo 
varies from five to twency dollars acase. F 
nally comes the fees. They are allowed to 
charge ten doliars, and just as soon as they 
think it safe to do so, they draw or send a U. 
O. D. package by express for that. — Tne law 
allows them only ten dollars. That is all, but 
it also allows them to coilect itin advance. 
That clause was worked through congress a 
short time ago, and is a regular bonanza, for 
whether the case is a good one or not, or any 

rogress is made in it, the fee is collectable at 


any time.”

“It is not easy to estimate it, but lam pretty 
reliably imformed that one firm obtained 
nearly $50,000 by one operation. There are 

nts in the city, some of them with 
branches here, for all are not located in 
Washington, who bave amassed large fort 
anes in afew years.’ 

“What do you propose to do with them,”’ 
asked the reporter.

Iam sorry to say tbat if the representations 
made to me are correct, and the circulars sent 
me. by hundreds have been issued by firms 
‘mow in good standing, that I shall recom- 
mend their suspension to the commissioner

stand in the public estimation. Cuirculars 
which it was supposed would never see the 
light will give the best indication ‘of the 
character of the business they have carried 
on, and vy those they must stand or fall :

KILBOURN'’S POOL.

WASHINGTON, October 31.—The cross-exam- 
ination of Hallet Kilbourn, complainant in 
the sult against ex Sergeant at-Arms John G., 
Thompson, fur $50,000 damages tor false im- 
prisonment, was begun this morning. , When 
the circuit court met, Jere Wilson, of counsel 
tor the defense, began questioning Kilbourn as 
tu the circumstances attending his imprison- 
ment. District Attorney Corkhill examined 
the witness to show the bills contracted for 
the sustenance of Kilbourn while 
a paisoner of the state. 
These itemized statesments showed 
that the meals afd accessories cost all the 
way from six to thirty-five dollars. Kilbourn 
said he knew nothing about the items of the 
bill. He supposed congress was going to pay 
that. After reading the bill for one dinner, 
costing $34 55, Kilbourn was asked if his din- 
ner had cost. that much, ‘I should not won- 
der,’ said Kilbourn, “I had distinguished 
visitors there and I treated them as guests of 
the nation.’’ 

DAN VOORHEES DISGUSTED. 

When Corkhi:l had read for ten minutes 
or more the itemized statemenus of the cater- 
ers account, Senator Voorhees, of Kilbourn s 
counSel, objected thereto, as he couldn’t see 
the use of it. ‘It seems to be a pleasure for 
Mr. Corkhill,’’ said ‘the senator, ‘to read 
about good things to eat.’’ Corkhill said he 
thought it was proper to put before the jury 
the quality of the fare on which the witness 
was living while languishing in prison. ‘'It 
is a complete answer’. said Mr, Cork- 
hill, ‘*to Totten’s. opening of every speech 
and perhaps the only answer that will be 
made to it.’’ As Corkhill was allowed to 
proceed, Vorhees took up his hat with a great 
air of disgust, remarking as he left the court- 
room: ‘‘I will go out and take haif dozen raw 
myseif.’’

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A COURT OF INQUIRY. 


Ordered to Luvestigate the Garilngton, Greely Kelles 
Expedition. 

WASHINGTON, October 31.—The following 
special order was issued by the war depart- 
ment to-dav: 

By direction of the President of the United 
States acourt of inquiry is hereby appointed 
to investigate the organization and fitting eut 
of the Greely relief expedition party, trans- 
ported by the steamer Ptoteus, having par- 
ticular reference to the orders and instruc- 
tions issued for the guidance and government 
thereof, and the arrangements made for as- 
sistancé from the United States steamer Yan- 
tic. The court will makeafull and thorough 
investigation of all matters relating to the 
general conduct of the expedition, including 
particularly the failure of the Proteus to keep 
in cOmpany with the Yantic up _ to} 
Littleton Islafd, or its neighborhood 
and the faiiure to establish a well-provided 
S‘ation at or near Littleton island, and wil! 
take into consideration in theirinvestigation, 
such records and correspondence pertaining 
to the origiual Greely expedition as they 
may deem necessary, and will report the 
facts developed by their investigation, and 
theif Opinion as-to whether the conductof 
any olficer of the army in the premises calls 
for further proceedings befure the general 
court martial, and. the reasons for the con- 
clusions which they may reach. The detail 
for thecourtis Brigadier-General 8. V. Bent, 
chief of ordinance; Céonel Rag’ Ayes, sec- 
ond artillery; Lieutenant-Colome! O. N. Poe, 
corps of engineers. Major Henry Goodfellow, 
judge advocate of the United States will ace’ 
as recorder of the court. The court will meet 
in the city of Washington on the 8th day of 
November, 1883.

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THE LONDON + XPLOSION, 


The Excitement Over the Fenian Dynamite—How the 
Explosion Happencd. 

Lonpon, October 31.—The excitement over 
the explosion on the under ground railway 
lihe last evening is very great. A large num- 
ber of police, under special inspection, were 
on duty all night at the various ‘railway sta- 
tions,and guarding theline. A large force 
was also employed watching the houses of 
parliament and other public buildings. Tue 
explosion at Charing Cross occurred two bun- 
dred yards west of the station. There was no 
train there at the time. The walls 
of the tunnel were battered, but the 
raiis were not misplaced. ‘The windows 
in the station were blown eut. The roof was 
not damaged. No person was hurtthere. At 
the Praed street section the force of the ex- 
plosion was terrible. Although workmen; 
have been busily engaged all night in remov- 
bave not yet finished 
their task, nor has the damage at that place 
been repaired. Ihe tunnel there was not de- 
stroyed, but a deep hole was excavated in the 
roadbed. Some brick work was blown out, 
and the gas pipes and telegraph lines were 
broken. *‘ihne ‘refreshment saloon was 
wrecked, and the windows of the 
other rooms of the station 
were smashed. The explosion occurred im- 
wediately under a passing train, fort@jw¥ards 
west of the station. All the persons injured 
were in the last two carriages of the train. 
The wounded were taken to St. Mary’s hos- 
pital. Four of them are seriously kurt, but 
they are expected to recover. The others 
were able to go to their homes during ‘he 
night. Both of the explosions occurred at 
about 8:10 o’clock in the evening. All the 
available detectives of the metropolitan 
police force are engaged in _ searching 
ior the perpetrators of the outrages, 
and railway officials are assisting them. The 
police deny ‘that rocket cartridges have been 
founa near the scenes of the explosions, 

NO TRACE OF ITs ORIGIN. 

No traces have as yet been discovered of 
the nature of the explosives. It has been as- 
certained though that the explosions could 
not have been caused by coal gas. No clue 
to the persons who caused the ‘explosion ha; 
been obtained. Major Majendie, of the board 
of trade, is making an examination of the 
scene of the explosion at Charing Cross sta 
tion. Trains are running as usual this 
morning. oe 

Tne police were warned by officials 
three months ago that they bad received ai- 
vices from America of the threatened explo- 
sions. Precautions were then taken to pro- 
vide against them. The explosives used last 
evening were powerful, but were In limited 
quantity. The boles made in the ground and 
in the brick work were small, 

Lonpon, October 31.—Investigations made 
by scientific advisers to the war department 
have led to the conclusion that nitro-glycerine 
in some form was the agent used in both 
cases, Later inquiries confirm the early state- 
ment that a large number of people werb in- 
jured. In addition to over 30 treated at the 
hospital, a large number were attended by 
private surgeons.

He advocated the na- 
tionalization of land and denounced the course 
of lord Salisbury and Sir Stafford Northcote, 
in stiring up discord in Ireland. He said the 
time would come when they would have to 
defend their illgoiton property, not against 
the land leaguers but against the enlightened 
manhood of England.’ Private property in 
laud, he declared, was robbery of the nation. 
On motion of Ellen Taylor, a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Davitt was passed by the meeting. 


THE FRANKFORT EXPLOSION. 


No Olue as to the Dynamite Developments in the Gers 
man Oity. 
FRANKFORT ON-THE-MAINE, Octuber 
W hile the debris caused by the explosion in 
the office of the chief of police here yester- 
day, was being removed, eight shells of shrap- 
nel shape, filled with dynamite were discov- 
ered. A rigid inquiry has been instituted 
into the cause of the explosion, and several 
persons suspected of complicity in the affair 
have been arrested. All the persons arrésted 
have been discharged, there being no incrim- 
inating evidence against them. The explo- 
sion was in glas3 shells of the size of pigeon 
eggs. Fragments of the shells found were 
perforated with small holes. The shells had 
been charged with nitro-glycerine. 
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THE WORLQ ABROAD. 


Contideuce Expressed in the French Ministry —Gener* 
al European News. 

Paris, October 31.--Ih the chamber of dep. 
uties to-day,M Clemencau, radical, resumed 
the debate upon the interpeliation~ of the 
yovernment on its Tonquin policy.

ties to-day, the marquis Tseng will leave 
Paris. 

SUNK WITH ALL ON BOARD. 

Lonpon, October 31.—The steamer Holy- 
head, -from Dublin, for Liverpool, with 
horses and pigs, is reported sunk with all on 
board. The pilot of the cutter which has just 
arrived from Dublir confirms the report, He 
says the steamer capsized this afternoon in 
mid channel. There were 60 passengers on 
board, includinga number of cattle dealers 
and drovers. Tne Holyhead belonged to the 
London and Northwestern railroad company. 

AN ADVANCE DEMANDED, 

MANCHESTER, October 31.—The miners con- 
ference representing 200,000 workmen, have 
resolved ta send notices to the miners’ em- 
ployers, demanding an advance of 15 per 
cent in wages. The conference has#adjourn- 
ed until December. 

TWO CHOLERA DEATHS. 

ALEXANDRIA, October 31.—Two deaths here 
from cholera yesterday. 

Carro, October 31.—Communications be- 
tween KhartaUrum and the Egyptian army 
have been completely cut off.

YELLOW FRVER ABROAD. 


Three Cases Discovered on Shipboard off San Fran¢ 
elsco. 

San Francisco, October 31.—The Patific 
maii steamer San Blas, arrived here from 
Panama this morning with three cases of yel- 
low fever on board. Those suffering from 
the disease are James Murphy, cabin passen- 
ger. of New York; Francisco Percy, of Acu- 
pulco, and the steamer’s cook. Murphy is 
recovering but the others are reported dying. 
The vessel failed to fly the yellow flag as the 
surgeon was not aware that the sick- 
ness was yellow fever. On the way 
up the steamer stopped ut 
Acapulco, Mazatlan and San Blas, but no 
communication was held with the latter 
place. The fever is still ranging there. At 
Mazatlan the steamer took 30 passengers, and 
gotaclean bill of health., The first case de 
veloped after leaving Acapuleo. The well 
passengers have been transferred to the 
steamer China, and the sick ones to the float- 
ing fever hospital.

MISSING GIRL OF ST. LOUIS 
HEARD FROM,

Colonel Churchil.’s Surprise on Reachirg His Office 
-Whatea Equare Let’'er Contained—Wiiful 
Mary Perverssly Refuses to Return 
Home—A Search for Herin Texas. 


From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Shortly after noon yesterday, the public 
was informed by the Globe-Democrat bulle- 
tins that Mary Churchill, the missing girl, 
was heard from at last. The sidewalk was 
packed to the curb, and men stood in the 
muddy streets anxious to get a glimpse of the 
bulletin. The excitement was very great and 
for some time the street was rendered in) pas- 


‘sable by the swaying, jostling throng that 


crowded Fourth and Pine streets in an effort 
to read the report with their own eyes. Hay- 
ing succeeded in passing the central point the 
crowds dispersed into small groups to 
speculate and theorize according to their 
own: fancy. Colonel J. O. Churchill, the 


father, was delighted in the morning on 
reaching his Office to find a letter lying on his 
desk. The address was familiar and a single 
glance at the handwriting told him the name 
ofthe author. |. The characters were those to 
which he had given many painful hours oj 
study and he could not, he thought, be mis- 
taken when he reached the conciusion that 
tidings were received from the absentee 
whom he almost mourned as dead. When 
speaking of the matter later he said he feit 
A LITTLE NERVOUS 
about Opening the envelope, fearing what in- 
telligence might be in store for him. He was 
not restrained long by visionary fears, and 
quickly regaining his self-control he reached 
ine contents and glancing at the signature 
satisfied himself anew that the communica- 
tion was genuine. The first thought wag to 
apprise the mother that her daughter was 
safe, and asno one could perform the-duty 
more satisfactorily, Colonel Churchill drove 
out home with the happy intelligence. Mrs. 
Churchill, who had grown somewhat de- 
spondent through the protracted vigils and 
nervous excitement, brightened up 
the moment the letter was shown 
and manifested a tlow of spirits that iudicated 
the powerful effect of the news. The letter 
was Closely scanned, and every detail studied, 
Scraps of correspondence was unearthed and 
the writing compared, but in no instance was 
any disparity observed, but on the contrary, 
every pecuilarity was faithfully preserved to 
the most minute perfection. The scrutiny 
was 1 every sense reassuring, and it was with 
an elastic step that Colonel Churchill left bis 
residence again for the office. Tne informa- 
tion was jealously guarded, and, with the ex- 
ception of a few intimate friends 
Nu ONE KNEW THE SECRET 

At noon, wheu a Globe-Democrat reporter 
happened into Colonel Churéhill’s office. For 
the first time the facts were disclosed, but on 
no condition would the father allow the letter 
orenvelope to leave his band. At first he 
objected to any publication, but subsequently 
yielding to the reporter’s entreacies, he allow- 
ed him to hear certain portions of the letter 
which may be presented in the following 
shape as dictated by Colonel Churchill: 

OCTOBES, «7, 1885.—DkKAR FATHER: I write to let 
you Kuow that lam alive and well. I am noton 
the stage, as you supposed, nor have I eloped. Oh! 
how couid you thiuk so whea I cared so little for 
gentlemen’s society. 1am earning my own living 
honestly. This will be mailed, I think, from Indian- 
apolis. Ihave taken the precaution not to Jet you 
know Where lam. Teach my little sisters and dar- 
ling little brother to think kindly of their sister. I 
may come and see you some time and until then 
Goo bless you all, 

P.S. My onl 
letter published. 

The latter request for obvious reasons could 
not be complied with, and Colonel Churchill, 
in a card offered for publication, aflirms his 
indebtedness to the press for active assistance 
in searching for bis daughter, and in consid- 
eration of the universal kindness he con- 
cludes that itis his duty to the public to in- 
form it that

request is, please don’t have this 


HIS DAUGHTER IS 84FE. 
For that and no otber reason would he con- 
sent toa publication. The implied wish of 
Miss Churchill to be allowed to remain where 
she is without interference will be religiously 
respected, and no steps will be taken to pur- 
sue the clew which has been volunteered to 
allay anxiety. The circular which 
was issued last week guaranteed 
the girl immunity from the 
persecution of detectives and others who 
might be interested in claiming the reward, 
and it was tacitly understood that in. the 
event of Miss Cnurcnill signifying that she 
was alive, the search would no longer be pros- 
ecuted. It may be. assumed that the letter 
was provoked by that last appeal, and good 
faith compels the parents to rest with the re 
sult and trust for a time to come when their 
daughter will relent and decide to return 
home. 

The envelope is of the square shape which 
is so popular in fancy stationery, and bears no 
other mark save the stamp of the maiang 
office, which reads: ‘Indianapolis, October 
The sheetof paper on which the 
is written isan oblong shape, foldea 
from the top. On turning the first page the 
writer followed the lines like legal cap, and 
wrote from the lower line to the top of the 
page. The date at first glance looks like the 
Soth, but the analytical gaze will easily dis- 
cern blurred figures, which appear as if the 
writer had essayed to-alter the date from the 
27th to the 25th, and in the attempt had been 
unsuccessful. The numbers 2 aud7 are un- 
doubtedly the execution of Miss Churchill, 
as they are facsimiles of 

THE SAME CHARACTERS 

which were found scribbled ou a thousand 
articles and scraps of paper in the house, 
which bore her address, ‘'2737 Morgan street.”’ 
These two figures are so peculiarly formed 
that i¢ would have entailed skillful practice 
on the parts of an expert forger to produce 
such faithful copies. 

Colonel Churchill, when questioned by a 
Globe-Democrat reporter, said: “I have not 
the slightest doubt that the letter is from Ma- 
ry, and with the information she givesyl am 
satisfied and my wife is delighted. It was 
my intention to offer a reward of $500 this 
evening for any information leading to her 
recovery, and the circular would have been 
ready for distribution in the morning. Il was 
persuaded by my friends to offer this 
money, but now | have withdrawn ail prom- 
ised reward.”’ 

‘Do you propose to visit Indianapolis?” 

‘‘T will abandon the seach and trust im- 
plicitly in Mary, who has shown her ability 
to take care of herself.’’

She was going across Leffiogwell avenue when 
she was observed by young Poindexter, who 
lived in the adjvining house. The lad called 
to the girl from the other side of the street 
where he was sitting, saying, “Come over 
here.”’

THE NEWS IN INDIANAPOLIS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Lnd., Oc ober 31.—The asso- 
ciated press report of the receipt of a letter 
from Mary Churcbill by her father, post- 
marked at Indianapolis, was the first intima- 
tion received here that the missing girl was 
in Indianapolis, or had been here. Imme- 
diately upon its receipt newspaper reporters 
were detailed to search for and, if possible, 
locate her, but up to ;,the present not 
a trace bas been found of-her. The police 
force, under orders of Superintendent 

robbins, lent their aid, but they were 
no more successful than the reporters. The 
first draft of the letter said that Mary was on 
the stage, andall the theatres and variety 
shows were visited, but with unsatisfactory 
results. The Leavitt combination was in the 
cicy ac the time covered by the dates of: wri- 
ling and, mailing the letter, but she was not 
with it. A later and corrected version of the 
letter saying she was not on thestage changes 
the phase of the matter altogether, and 
widens the scope of the search. At present 
all that can be said is that the most diligent 
and extended inquiry possible has failed to 
discover Mary Cuurchill in Indianapolis. 

A GALVESTON SEARCH 

GALVESTON, Texas, October 31.—R. F. Cole- 
man, hailing from St. Louis, and claiming to 
be a detective, arrived in this city about ten 
days ago and put up atthe Washington hotel. 
He was very reticent, butit has leaked out 
that his purpose here was to search for Miss 
Mary Clfurchill, who suddenly disappeared 
about two months ago. Coleman, after get- 
ting the lay of the city, proceeded with the 
search, having in his employ two men whom 
be paid $25 for their services. They visited 
all the assignation houses to no purpose. No 
trace of the missing girl was found, and Cole- 
man left for San Antonio four ur five days 
ago to search that city. While here he stated 
that he had $200 to spend inthe search in 
this city tur the missing girl.

THE SEARCH TO CEASE.

There is no doubt 
of the genuineness of the letter.

Being busy at the time, 
and about to leave his office, be only saw her 
forafew moments.

Senater Beck Looks Upen Indiana and New York a 
the States to be Courted. 

LEXINGTON, October 51.—Your correspon- 
dent yesterday asked Senator Beck: ‘‘What 
effect do you think the resultof the Ohio 
election will have on the presidential elec- 
tion ?”’ 

He replied: ‘‘The result in Ohio does not 
make it a democratic state, and we will make 
a great mistake if we base our calculations on 
its electorai vote as necessary to the eiection 
of a democratic president. It does this, how- 
ever: It transfers Ohio from the list of reliable 
republican states to the doubtful column, and 
may cause important changes in the person- 
nel of the republican candidates for the 
presidency. It will be still an October state 
next year. Indiana will not be. If we select 
a candidate solely or mainly because of his 
residence or local streng' hin Ohio, and lose 
the. state in October, it would be a serious 
blow to us in November. 

“The republicans know that they must 
earry Ohio in October. If they fail, a demo- 
cratic president will be elected almost by de- 
fault. Wecan stand its loss without inpjary 
to ourchances, if we have a ticket that is 
strong in Indiana and New York, as they 
alone, with the votes of the southern states, 
are more than is necessary to secure the elec- 
tion of our candidates; while we have strong 
reasous to hope for success in the states of 
California, Oregon, Colorado, Nevada, New 
Jersey, Counecticut, Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Ohio. 

‘It seems to me, therefore, that the repub- 
licans are compelled to nominate a candidate 
who is specialiy strong in Ohio, however ob- 
jeciionable or weak he may be elsewhere, and 
that the democrats cannot afford to accept 
the issue that the republicans are forced to 
render by weakening themselves elsewhere 
merely to carry Obio in October, when all the

It 
forces men into the presidential chair be- 
cause they have popularity forthe moment 
of election, and not because they are trained 
for the performance of its great duties, and 
this leads to great evils.

A Libel Sult Growing Out ot the Garseds Metcalf Case 

—An Indictment in Ohblo, 

From the Augusta Chronicle. 

An interesting suit is now in progress in 
Athens, Ohio, growing out of the indictment 
of Mr. W. A. Taylorona charge of criminal 
libel against General Charles H. Grosvenor. 
General Grosvenor, it will be remembered, 
was aprovost marshal at Augusta in 1865, 
and it was with reference to some of his 
transactions alleged to have taken place 
during his career here that Mr. Ta, lor, who 
is the political correspondent of the 
Cincinnati News-Journal, made such criti» 
cism as to subject himself to indictment for 
libel. Mr. Taylor, who can be reached in the 
care of the News-Journal, Cincinnati, desires 
to get into communication with as many par- 
ties as possible in Georgia conversant with 
these or similar transactions during General 
Grosvenor’s administration in 1865. Mr. 
Taylor has filed an affidavit in his case 
in which, among other things, are these para- 
graphs: 

‘That the affiant desires and expecis to 
procure the records, proceedings, judgment 
and matters of record appertaining thereto, 
of the circuit court of the United States for 
the Southern district of Georgia, of the Octo- 
ber term, 1875, in a certain case therein pend- 
ing, to-wit, entitied John Garsed vs. Wm. A. 
Beall et al . which he intends to offerin evi- 
dencein the above entitled case, and w! ich 
is essential and necessary for a fair and impur- 
tial trial of said cases, and that he expecis to 
prove by said record, proceedings, etc., and 
the oral evidence of Leopold Cohn, Wm. A. 
Beall, and other persons of the state of Geor- 
gia, in connection with, in support of and in 
addition to said record, that said Charles H. 
Grosvenor. as provost marshal, received 
money from one of the said parties in consid 
eration that b s such officer, would decide 
said case, relatin? to a cotton claim, in favor 
of one of the ~ arties claiming the same. 

“That the affiant desires aud expects to pro- 
cure the testimony of Leopold Cohn, Wm. 
A. Beall, Jeremiah Beall, Thomas 8, Metcalf 
and George Schley, whom, the affiant is in- 
formed and, as at present advised, believes, 
reside.in the state of Georgia, and whose tes 
timony is essential to and necessary for a fair 
and impartial trial of this case, and the de 
fendant cannot safely proceed to trial with- 
out the same,.and that he expects to prove by 
the testimony of said witnesses that the said 
Charles H. Grosvenor, to wit, some time 
between the first day of July and the last 
day of December, A. D. 1865, while in the 
military service of the United States, and as 
provost marshal general, and to influence his 
action and decision in a certain cotton case 
then pending before him in his official capac 
ity as provost marshal general of the state of 
Georgia, unlawfully took certain sums of 
money, to wit, $1,000in gold, in a certain silk

Beall, of Richmond county— finally agreed to 
pay $250,000 in compromise.- Pending this 
settlement Mr. Metcalf was arrested and 
hurried off to, jail upon the chargee of 
( ff¢ring to bribe an officer. This Mr Metcalf 
promptly disclaimed, contending that tbe 
money was offered purely in settlement of 
the claim: it was at this time that Hon. 
senjamin H. Hill appeared in the case, pre 

paring his masteriy brief and delivering in 
the United States court in Savannah his 
matchless speech’ which secured the cotton to 
the rightful owners.

THROUGH RAIiLROAD BUSINESS. 

The United States circuit courtin Lowa has 
just decided a case involving the law relating 
to charges on goods shipped into a state or 
out ofit. The court holus that inter-state 
transportation is in its nature national, re- 
quiring an uniform plan of regulation, and 
that the state has no riglit to name the charge 
Yor the distance within its own territory. We 
quote from the opinion of the court: 

If one of the states upon a long line can fix the 
eharge for carriage wiibin its own territory, what 

to prevent it from authorizing its own carriers to 
demand and receive an undue and unreasonable 
proportion of the grossamount? If the proposition 
contended for be admitted, what is there to prevent 
the three states through which the cargo must first 
pass On its way to New York from exacting more 
than one-half of the charge for the entire route” 
Or, to state the same question in another way, why 
may not the five states through which the cargo 
would pass before reaching the boundary of New 
York exact in the aggregate the whole of a reason.

The Utah question grows in importance as 
the respectable people of the country have 
opportunity to reflect over the efforts that the 
‘Saints’? are making in all parts of the coun- 
try to make converts to the organized system 
of prostitution known as Mormonism.

SAVANNAH, Octeber 31 —Savannah to day was. 
visited by the greatest co: flagration ever witnessed 
since the memorable fire of 1824, when 400 houses 
were burned. The fire siarted in the large ware- 
house of Garnett, Stubbs & Co.,om Farm street. 
head of Machine, and spread with fearful rapidity. 
From some cause no alarm was sounded for nearly 
twenty minutes after the fire was burning, and 
when the departmenl reach«d the scene the ware- 
house was doomed. A stiff breeze prevailea at the 
time, and im consequence of the lack of hose and 
water the flames ld 
tended with frightful celerity, 
being thickly settled aud 
frame. Mabersham’s ro 
houses, was devoured 
one after another 
beneath the 
easterly and northerly. 
about 4 000 bales, al! de- 
stroyed. The loss is covered by insurance. Sixteen 
hundred bales belonged to Garnett, Stubbs & Co 
and 2,400 to Malcolm Maclean. 
BURNED TO DEATH 

Moses Coston, hired sampler of the 
was badly burned. James Cash, the cle 
man, and Nancy Jones, employed in the premises, 
were cut off from escape, and perished in the flames. 
Their charred remains were found te night at 2 
o’ clock.

UNDER MILITARY GUARD. 

The city is in total darkuese. The police force, 
strengthened by the Georgia Hussars, mounted,are 
patrolling the streets. The entire military was 
called out at six o’clock for the preservation of 
property and the maintenance of order, as consid- 
erable drunkenness existed among the negroes in 
consequence of the excitement prevailing. At 10 
o'clock the guards and the first regiment were re- 
lieved, wiih the exception of thirty picked ‘men 
who are under the command of Captain Robert 


Falligant, of the Ogiethorpes, Colonel Peter Rilley 
veing in command of the regiment. Fortunately 
no disturbance occurred upto this hour and it is 
thought quietness-will be maintained, During the 
afternoon the locality of the fire was densely pdeked 
with people, nearly the entire population being out. 
Among the negroes were heard such expressions, 
**Bress de Lord,’’ ‘“B'ieve de day oi judgment at 
hand,’’ ‘‘Pray fur yer sins, sister,”’ ‘‘Repent, brud- 
der, an’ yer may be saved.’’ The wildest excite 
ment raged among those poor creatures who were 
compelled to abandon their homes admidst th 
flames, many leaving everything. A large propor- 
tion of whites and many colored are hardworking, 
industrious people, very deserving and great sym- 
pathy is felt for them. 
THE LOSSES. 

The Southern Mutual has considerable insurance 
but greater part with northern and Liverpool com- 
panies.

THE SHIPPING IN DANGER. 

At one time it was fearec the shipping would be 
seton fire, and tugs Were employed. Several large 
ships and a revenue cutter lyingon the river oppo- 
site the fire were Sparks large as @ 
nan’s hand were carried nearly the distanceof a 
mile, some landing on the Baltimore wharf in the 
east end ofthe city. The windows frames of the 
Pulaski house were set on tire, but the fames were 
with slight damege. The dying 
out of the breeze aloue saved thousands of 
dollars of property, as the fire 
crossed west B:oad street, the destruction would 
inevitably have been appalling. At :this hour— 
11:50—the debrisis still burning brightly, but the 
firemen are guard, and the engires are 
ready for service at any minute, butitis believed 
the worst is over. God grantthat it may be another 
halfcentury, atleast, ere Savannah is afflicted 
with such a terrible visitation. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The orfgin ofthe fire is unknown, were 
working in the warehquse at time 
end were first aware of it by seeing the flames 
shoot up froma lot of cotton, fifty yards or more, 
from where they were. Buckets of water were 
brought into requisition, but of no avail; the fire 
evidently having been burning some time, and 
spread qivrickly that escape was. cut 
off for the unfortunates named above 
and the powerful element spread on its destruc 
tive career. Every house in Cooper Shop Lane, 
the five points of Savannah and the most notorious 
locality, is completely destroyed, and nothing re- 
mains to mark the site where debauchery and 
crime of the worst character reigned, but smoking 
ruins. 

Mr. Joel Hurt, who isin Savannah, telegraphe 
as follows: 

The fire here is under control. The loss is probe 
ably three quartersof a million dollars, ‘Yama- 
craw,’ a terrorto insurance companies, is about 
wiped out. The Atlanta Home escapes withouts 
loss,”’ 
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THE CHARLESTON LOSSES. 

(CHARLESTON, October 31.—The total insurance is

Officers were detailed for the work, and it 
was very difficult for them to learn of bis 
being seen in’ the city, but with a vigilance 
characteristic oi a Macon policeman, it was 
ascertained that he was in thecity. The 
crowd being very large—on account of the 
circus—it Was not easy to find him last night, 
but his boardinghouse was found out, and 
this morning Lieutenant Wylie began work 
ing up the case, and on his search for him he 
discovered that he was expected to leave on 
the Eufaula train; so, guing to the shed, he 
made the happy discovery that Goldsmith 
had been lefi and bad taken breakfast 
at. the carshed restaurant, leav- 
ing his vyalise in charge of Mr. 
Carver. it was next ascertaineu that he had 
purchased from the ticket oflice a through 
ticket to San Antonio, Texas, the day before. 
Lieutenant Wylie then followed in his- foot- 
steps until he wentinto Warren John’s bar 
under the Egerton hotel. He then went 
down and young Goldsmith was standing 
with his back turned toward him. He called 
him by nanse. He did not tlinch until Wylie 
went up to him, and when agrested he began 
cursing and swore that he would not go or be 
locked up. He was told that it would be 
better to xo quietly to the barracks, and after 
a few words went quietly along. 
When he arrived at the city bal. he began 
crying and seemed very penitent. On his 
persou was found $7.20 and some trinkets. He 
was placed in a cell and orders given not to 
have him visited.

him the money, which he did, taking him 
down to the boarding house of Miss Philips,

‘about it. This morning he asked for the 
money, telling her goodbye and paying his 
bill, jeft. He returned to the house and 
asked her to keep the money, again handing 
her a roll of bills, and telling her it contained 
$420, retaining $5.00. He was afterwards ar- 
rested. When he returnedin the afternoon 
accompanied by ‘Lieutenant Wylie, Miss 
-Phillips was astonished. She said the young 
man had behaved himselfin a manner be- 
coming one in position more comfortable 
than his.

An @flicer en Route From Obie to Take Charge of 
Hiim—A Habeas Corpus W rit.

ihe New Standard te be Genera’, 

big railroaa time convention recently | 
heldin New York did Work which will not 
Oniy Ccuoange and regulate railroad time 
througbout the country, but will also affect 
the standard time of the entire country. The 
ds adopted by that convention regu 
late the time ou this continent according LO 
the meridian lines west from . Greenwich. 
The continent is di. ided into tive parts, each 
containipg tifteen parallels and each repre- 
senting one hour. The first division, called 
the imter colonial, begins at sixty degrees 
west of Greenwich and runs 
to seventy-five degrees. It includes 
New brunswick, Nova Scotia, and part of 
Canada. The next division is called the east- 
ern, running frem 75 to 90 degrees. It in- 
cludes ail the eastern and middle states and 
the southern coast states. down to Georgia. 
Then comes the central division, including 
the territory from 90 to 105 degrees. This 
takes in all the southern states not jnciuded 
in the eastern division and nearly all of what 
are called the western states. The mountain 
division takes in the territories nearly to Cali- 
fornia, and then comes the Pacific division, 
which extends to thecoast. No matter where 
a city or point is in any one of these divisions 
it has just the same time as every other point 
in the entire division. For instance, New 
York and Charleston hase ‘identical 
time, and sO have Atlanta and 
Chicago. This seemsa little queer at first, 
but it is thought that excellent results in the 
way of regularity will soon be observed. 
The divisions wiil be easily learned and every- 
bedy will know that each division represents 
just one hourof time. Augusta will be inthe 
central division while Hamburg, just across 
the river, isin the eastern. Therefore when 
it is 12 o'clock in Augus'a just over the river 
itisoniy 11 o'clock. There will be three 
trains arriving at Augusta out of the eastern 
division. Say they reach the city at12 o'clock, 
their connections will run by central! diyision 
time and they can leave ai 11:05. or appa- 
rently nearly an hour before the trains they 
connect With arrive. 

Atlanta is in the central division and its 
time is regulated by the cfficial time at Wash- 
ington, being jd@st thirty minutes slower. It 
d, however, that the government has 
tu the new standard and 
ere will be no Washington 
exactly the same time 
the eastern division. 
w standard Atlanta aud 
just an hour apart in- 
id of thirty minutes, The adoption .of the 
new standard promises to be universal. The 
time ball of the Western Union wili drop ac- 
cording to it and all the many railroad stand- 
ards will in exact conformity to its 
geographical iines and figures,
